The Financial Secretary

Conseguent upon the recelpt of 
“the Secretary Of Btate’s general 
approval of the new Grant and 
‘Subsidy Codes, which was tele- 
graphed on June 25, 1941, tne 
Board of Education has already 
on July 18 recommended action 
on the Mnes of ‘the Honourable 
Member’s present question. 

As regards the Subsidies for Ver- 
nacular Schools this presents nu 
difficulty as the appropriate finan- 
celal provision had been made in 
the current Est‘mates and this has 
already received the Government’s 
approval. 

The question of uUrants-u-Ald 
is a Yess simple one. As far as can 
be estimated at present the tmple- 
mentation of the new Code as 
from Sept. 1, 1941, will tnvolve a 
Supplementary Vote of consider~ 
ably more than $400,000 and the 
Government cannot assume at the 
present stage the concurrence of 
the Finance Committee of this 
Council! for such an. ‘expenditure 
and cannot therefore give an af- 
‘firmative reply to the Honourable 
Member’s question in thts respect. 
The matter will, however, he fur- 
\ther examined without delay. 

PLAN FOR EDUCATION . 


The report of the Hongkong 
Education Department, tabled in 
Legislative Council yesterday after- 
noon, reveals that a ten-year plan 
has been drawn up and approved 
iby the Board of Education, pro- 
viding ultipgately for 60 schools 
(20 urban sthodls to accommodate 
about 7,200 children, and 80 rural 
schools tc accommodate from 2,500 
to 3,000 children).

The coast present- 
ed a very forbidding picture while 
injand it was mountainous and 
stretches of vast tablelands. Even 
in July, the weather here was very 
stormy. It was never very ddrk 
and at night, instead of darkness 
there was an unearthly bluish 
Nght which made the rugged 
coastline look even more forbid- 
ding. “ 

“These raids must have 
given the Germans the feeling 
that they are never out of 
reach of the R.A.F. and that 
arm which can stretch further 
on its floatitig nerodromes—the 
Fleet Air Arm”, said Comar.

THE FAR EAST 

Turning to the Far East, Comdr. 
Woodruffe said that the situation 
had become tense as a result of 
the Japanese occupation of Indo- 
China, which had given them 
possession of Camranh Bay, which 
was a fine natura! harbour—a 
kind of Far East Scapa Flow, 

“There is an anchorage here 
seven. miles long by three miles 
wide and the entrance .can be 
made submarine-proof”, said Cdr. 
Woodruffe. “At present It has 
‘nothing much to show in the way 
of port facilities, except a few oll 
tanks, but the chief significance 
of Camranh Bay is its ‘geographt- 
cal position. 

“It Mes on the flank of the direct 
route from Singapore to Hongkong 
and is only 750 miles from Singa- 
pore and another 730 miles from 
Hongkong, while Manild, in the 
Philippine Islands, is only #00 
miles away. Camranh Bay will, 
therefore, become an important 
base for any navai operations in 
the South China Sea,” 

Comdr. Woodruffe stated that in 
1905, the Russian Fleet, which was 
destroyed by Admiral Togo, was 
able to provision at Camranh Bay

BRITISH NAVY’S WORLDWIDE 
RESPONSIBILITIES: 


FAR 
SITUATION 


The worldwide responsibilities undertaken py the Bri- 
tish Navy, with particular reference to the work being 
done by the aircraft of the Fleet Air Arm formed the sub- 
ject of an interesting broadcast from London yesterday by 
LT.-COMDR. THOMAS WOODRUFFE, B.B.C. naval com- 


Comdr. Woodruffe said that aircraft of the Fleet Air 
Arm had proved themselves: in every climate and sea. 
They had scoured the wide sweeps of the Atlantic for 
raiders, they had ‘helped in the crippling of the Bismarck, 


be called upon to engage in these 
waters, Comdr: Woodruffe said 
that the chief difficulty for the 
American ships would be the long. 
distances they would have to 
cover, The distance from Pearl 
Harbour to the South China Sea 
was ten days steaming—a distance 
of 4,800 miles. 

“The fuel supply to warships 
will be a big problem”, con- 
tinued Comdr. Woodruffe. “If 
modern fleets have to operate 
from their home bases, there 
musi be bases where they can 
refuel and any Pacific fieet 
would have to be a large one 
accompanied by a large num- 
ber of supply ships following 
in its train. 

“The United States Navy carried 
out exercises to investigate this 
problem some years ago when 
their fleet sailed across to Austra- 
fia and New Zealand. I remember 
being struck by the huge armada 
of supply ships they’ brought with 
them, also power ships for carry— 
ing out repairs and hospital ships 
complete with nurses and operat— 
ing staffs. . 

"T don't know .what lessons they” 
learned, but I do know that fleet. 
was self-contained by feeding and 
refuelling itself. It only took on 
fresh water and fresh vegetables 
and. of course, souvenirs.

‘ROBBERY 

IN CITY 


The Central District was the 
scene at noon yesterday of one of 
the most daring and dastardly 
armed robberles perpetrated 
locally in recent weeks. 


A woman servant employed in 
the household of Dr. Wong Fung- 
chuen, at No, 76, Des Voeux Road, 
Central, lst floor, next to the 
Central Market, was murdered 
and the doctor himself severely 
wounded.

IMPOSSIBLE TO CONTROL 


The Hon. ‘Mr, W. J. Carrie, 
at the meeting of the Urban 
Council in June this year, 
stated: “I feel it is impossible 
to contro! either the licensed 
or unlicensed from the point 
of view of cleanliness,” Well, 
the Urban Council obtained 
the statutory authority on the 
ground that it wished to excr- 
cise, and presumably that it 
could effectively exercise, uni- 
fied control! and proper sani- 
tary provision. If the Urban 
Council cannot exercise con- 
trol and supervision it should 
ask Government to be relieved 
of its responsibilitles as the 
sole Licensing Authority. 

May I remind Honourable Mem- 
bers of this Council that when 
the Hawkers’ Bill came before this 
Council it was not debated at all? 
And why was there no debate? I 
jubmit it was because of the Re- 
solutions of the Urban Council 
ithe then Sanitary Board) of May 
1934, and because of the express 
terms of the Objects and Reasons, 
which stated that the object of 
the Bill was to transfer the Li- 
censing Authority from the Police 
Department to the Urban Council. 
Surely this Council had every 
reason to assume that the effect of 
the legislation was a mere transfer 
of licensing authority, without any 
change in fundamental policy.

The United States Government 
is speeding up as well as increas- 
ing the flow of war matertals to 
Free China and taking steps to 
insure their delivery in an effort 
to checkmate Japanese expansion 
plans, according to well-informed 
circles here.

THAT THE APPOINTMENT OF CHIEF AGENTS FOR GOVERN- 
MENT FIREWOOD WAS NOT ONLY ESSENTIAL BUT WAS ALSO 
THE MORE ECONOMICAL METHOD OF EFFECTIVELY CON- 
TROLLING TRE LOCAL MARKET, were the views expressed by MR. 
W. J. ANDERSON, Controller of Stores, when interviewed by a Hong- 
kong Daily Press reporter yesterday on the matter. 

Mr, Anderson gave it as his opinion that the commission al- - 
lowed the Agents is consideraby lower “‘than what~ Government 
would have to expend were it lo take over the whole business 
itself.
